After their return to Eng- 
land I saw several amusing and familiar 
letters written by Dickens to lus Boston 
friends—letters in which repeated and af- 
fectionate allusions were made to "Kate"— 
and it struck me with the greatest surprise 
wueu several years afterward I learned that 
conjugal difficulties in the Dickens house- 
hold had led to estrangement and separa- 
tion.—Lippincott's. 


Lead as a Tooth Filling;. 


Dr. L. L. Davison of Ottawa vouches for 


the following: "A physician practicing in 
Ottawa and well known for his hunting 
propensities came to my office to have a 
lower wisdom tooth treated. After this 
was accomplished be asked me if there 
we:'e any other teeth in that vicinity that 
reqjired treatment. Examining the second 
molar, I found what I thought to be an 
amalgum filling in the grinding surface, 
wlich had the appearance of years of serv- 
ice. I remarked that the filling in this 
tooth was still giving good service, He de- 
clared he never had a tooth filled and never 
before had required the services of a den- 
tist.

it has been proposed that the military 
force should thin out the carnivora, per- 
haps by capturing them for the use of 
zoological gardens. As the elk only come 
down in the valleys during the winter, the 
flies driving them to the forest covered 
heights in the summer, tourists usually 
see nothing of them, so that it has been 
proposed to fence in a herd of them and 
also one of buffalo for the edification of 


But the charm of the park is the free 


roaming of these animals.—Boston Com- 
monwealth.

They,lived in communities of 
TO (the custom haying some reference to 
the 70 apostles), and whenever a young 
Nonsleeper put in its appearance the oldest 
man or woman in the camp would leave to 
join some other community that had re- 
cently lost one of its members by death or 
otherwise. In this way their communities 
never exceeded the allotment of 70 and was 
rarely short a member more than a few 
weeks or months at a time. 


They were called "Nonsleepers" from the 


fact that at least seven in each, community 
were always to he found wide awake and 
constantly chanting the "sleep song." In 
summer these chanters were divided into 
three relays of seven each and during the 
winter months into four or five, according 
to the length of the nights. This peculiar 
sect of nonsleeping, singing fanatics were 
finally exterminated by the Armenian bar- 
barians under the leadership of Omeer 
Dightee.—St. Louis Republic.

The Atlantic OCCAU'B Bed. 


The floor of the Atlantic ocean is now al- 


most as well known to the experts of the 
bydrographic bureaus of the world ai the 
surface is to the most experienced naviga- 
tors. Its depths, currents, tides, etc., hare 
been carefully and systematically studied 
from Greenland and Spitsbergen to the 
great ice barriers of the antartic circle. I 
recently wrote Professor Forbes for some 
reliable data on ocean depths and quote 
below from a portion of his reply: 


"The general contour of the Atlantic's 


undulating bed may now be regarded as 
pretty well determined. * * * Scarcely 
any portion of its floor has a depth exceed- 
ing 80,000 fathoms or about 3X miles. 
There is a remarkable exception to this last 
statement, however, in a wonderful sink or 
depression lying about 100 miles north of 
St. Thomas, an island off the coast of Af- 
rica in the gulf of Guinea. 
' 


"The outlines of this depression are sim- 


ilar to those of on old time river bed. The 
Challenger expedition traced its meander- 
lags for upward ol 1.000 miles, finding por- 
tions 01 it 10 tw more man a miie oTeeper 
than the surrounding ocean, making the 
depth of the Atlantic at those points not 
less than 4}f miles or about 8,875 fathoms." 
—St. Louis Republic.

It genloDi Bruihmaklng Machine. 


Hitherto the process in brushmaking of 


bunching the bristles and drawing them 
into the holes has been performed by hand. 
A machine of peculiar ingenuity has just 
been invented for this purpose, the bristles 
being contained in a hopper, where they 
rtst horizontally at right angles on the top 
(if a disk, which by means of a treadle is 
rnused to partially rotate, first in one di- 
i «tlon and then in the other. The disk 
}ios a notch iormed in its periphery, and as 
the notch passes under the bristles some of 
them enter into the notch;, before the disk 
returns, a plate joined to the disk Is moved 
and closes the mouth of the notch, the disk 
then comes back and carries away the tuft 
of bristle retained in the notch to a position 
from which it can readily be taken by the 
fingers of the operative. 


The whole arrangement is that of a peck- 


er or gripper and can be regulated accord- 
ing to the quantity of the material re- 
quired to fill the hole, the operative passing 
the wire through the hole by means of a 
dpecial needle fitted to a clamp which is 
held In tbe right hand, the loop being au- 
tomatically formed. Into this loop the op- 
erator passes the tuft of bristles, pulls the 
•vvirordnd thus draws the bristles into the 
hol£-N«w York Sun.

art, or even that we allow it any place 
among the fine arts. To many it may seem 
a kind of sacrilege to combine in the same 
category, however broad, such extremes as 
n dancing savage and a painting of the last 
judgment, nnd if the connection must be 
mode some would choose to make it along 
other lines than those of art. But in truth 
the dance supplies us with the key, so to 
speak, of the development of the fine arts, 
For light upon the problems of human cul- 
ture we naturally appeal to the anthropolo- 
gist. 


"Dancing," says Tyler, "may seem to us 


modern frivolous amusement, but in the 
infancy of civilization it was full of pas- 
sionate and solemn meaning. Savages and 
barbarians dance their joy and sorrow, their 
love and rage, even their magic and re- 
ligion. The forest Indians of Brazil, whose 
sluggish temper few other excitements can 
stir, rouse themselves at their moonlight 
gatherings, when, rattle in hand, they 
stamp in one-two-three round the great 
earthen pot of intoxicating kawl liquor, or 
men and women dancing a rude courting 
dance, advancing in lines with a kind of 
primitive polka step, or the ferocious war 
dance is performed by armed warriors in 
paint, marching m ranks hither and thither 
witli a growling chant terrible to hear." 


Tyler proceeds to describe the dance of 


the Australians and the buffalo dance of 
Mandan Indians, who, wearing masks to 
mark their impersonations, with rude songs 
and pantomimic gestures, enact their inci- 
dents of an imaginary hunt. And then he 
adds: 


"All this explains how in ancient re- 


ligions dancing came to be one of the chief 
acts of worship. Religious processions went 
with song and dance in the Egyptian 
temples, and Plato said that all dancing 
ought to be thus an act of religion." — Pop- 
ular Science Monthly. 


tfrotoctlon From. 


If the reader is contemplating the erec- 


tion of a lightning protector, these points 
may of service to him: 


First—Get a good iron or copper con- 


ductor of rod or tape form, preferably the 
latter. If copper, have it weigh about sfor 
ounces to the foot; if Iron, about two 
pounds to the foot. 


Second—The nature of the locality will 


determine to a great degree the need of a 
rod. In some localities rods are imperative, 
in others needless. 


Third—The very best ground you can 


get is, after all, for some flashes none too 
good. Therefore do not imagine that you 
can overdo it in making a good ground. 


Fourth—"If the conductor at any part of 


Its course goes near water or gas mains, it 
is best to connect it to them. Wherever 
one metal ramification approaches another 
it is best to connect them metallically." 


Fifth—The top of the rod should be 


plated or in some way protected from cor- 
rosion and rust. 


Sixth—Independent grounds are prefer- 


able to water and Has mains. 


Seventh—Clusters of points or groups of 


two or three along the ridge rod are recom- 
mended. 


Eighth—Chain or link conductors are of 


little 
USB. 


Ninth—Very little faith ia to be placed In 


the so called area of protection. 


Tenth—Indifference of lightning to the 


path of least resistance. Nearly every one 
who has written in late years has taken it 
for granted that lightning always follows 
tbe path of least resistance. This ia not 
true. 


Eleventh—Any part of a building, under 


certain conditions, may be struck whether 
there is a protector on it or not.—Popular 
Science Monthly. 


Topham's Wonderful Strength. 


Thomas Topham, born in London in!710, 


was a man possessed of extraordinary 
strength. He once lifted three casks filled 
with water and weighing in all 1,838 
pounds. He is said to have had the com- 
bined strength of 12 men. 


He could bend a stout bar of iron by hold- 


ing the two ends with his hands, placing 
the middle of the bar behind his neck and 
bringing the two ends forward. He could 
also undo what he had done—that is, 
straightening the bar again, a much more 
difficult feat. 


He broke a rope fastened to the ground 


that would sustain 2,000 weight and lifted 
an oak table 6 feet long with his teeth, 
though a half hundred weight was bung at 
the extremity. With one hand he raised a 
man who weighed 27 stone. 


Once, seeing a watchman asleep in his 


box, 
he carried away both man and box a 


long distance. It is said of him that, hav- 
ing been placed on some duty at the en- 
trance gate of a race course, he refused to 
allow a four horse coach to go through. 
On the driver whipping up his horses and 
attempting to puss, Topham took hold ot 
the hind wheels of tho coach and upset it 
and its occupants into the roadway. 


Topham, who kept a public house in Is- 


lington, had a wife who quarreled with him 
to such an extent that she drove him to 
commit suicide.—Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette.
